He also said at the preliminary 
hearing that four bullets were 
found at the spot where Erroll died 
but that none had yet been iden- 
tified by ballistics experts.

LONDON, March 2 . (AP).—A 
trek of the homeiess began today 
from an area of London hardest 
hit in last night’s six-hour bombing 
by German warplanes. Rescue 
corps were still removing the dead 
and injured in large numbers from 
the wreckage. left by the raid. 

Last night’s taid was the worst 
pounding of the year for London 
and comparable in many respects 
to the terrific attacks of last Sep- 
tember. — 

From the London district flowed 
a stream of perambulators § and 
small carts loaded with salvaged 
belongings of the bombed-out fami- 
lies, 

. The refugees were comforted and 


who-had 
‘the night battling fires in the 
workers’ district. 

Whole blocks of residences were 
blown to bits, five hospitals were 
hit, a large hotel was partly de- 
stroyed and public services were 
thrown out of gear. 

A large number of bodies were 
recovered from the debris of a 
public shelter hit by a bomb. 

Many fires, big and small, were 
started by thousands of incendiary 
bombs, and the blazes were used as 
targets for demolition ‘bombs 
dropped later. 


Coast Town Attacked. 


This morning two German bomb- 
ers attacked a southeast coast 
town, demolishing shops, badly 
damaging a number of homes and 
causing some casualties, 

Off the coast four Messer- 
schmitts raked a number of small 
fishing boats with their machine 
He} suns. 

A German dive-bomber was 
shot down this afternoon by the 
naval drifter Young Mun and the 
yacht Chigo, when it attacked the 
vessels, the Admiralty said, Out of 
control, the plane carried away the 
mizzen mast of the drifter and 
broke up in the sea. 

A brief air-raid alarm was sound- 
ed in London in midafternoon, but 
no bombing or firing was reported. 

While London was being attacked 
last night, Royal Air Force bombers 
were raiding the Cologne industrial 
area. The attack was “highly suc- 
cessful,” the Ministry of Informa- 
tion said. The German submarine 
base at Lorient also was attacked. 

(In Berlin, informed sources said 
hundreds of planes participated in 
the attack on London, dropping 10,- 
000 fire and explosive bombs. Brit- 
ish planes which penetrated West- 
ern Germany were said to have 
damaged dwellings.)

Three candidates for the Board 
of Education—Andrew J. Wester-

Joseph Lunt, 19;. Charles J. Dyer,

cumbent, 2. 

Four places 6n the School Board 
are to be filled in the April 1 elec- 
tion. 

Westermeyer, 50 years old, re- 
ceived the only applause of the eve- 
ning when he said: “Our fine 
schools should not be mixed up in 
politics.” 

“Politicians came’ to me and said 
they would get me elected if I 
paid off so much. I won’t run that 
way,” he said. If elected, he prom- 
ised to visit a school a day to find 
out what, if anything, was wrong 
with the school system. He also 
promised to give attention to the 
problem of feeding needy children. 
Mrs. Friede, chairman of educa- 
tion for the Missouri Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and a teacher for 
14 years, said she was one of three 
women who went to Jefferson City 
last week “to plead for teachers’ 
pensions.”

The patrol ships would be useful 
for coastal work, anti-submarine 
operations and limited convoy duty. 

Knox’ also made known the Brit-

Cheren, key to the Eritrean cap- 
ital, Asmara, has been the scene of 
heavy fighting for days, with 35,- 
000 Italians holding off besieging 
British troops in the surrounding 
heights. - 

Italian motor transport on the 
road between Cheren and Asmara 
was attacked, an R. A. F. commu- 
nique said. 

“During a heavy raid on Asmara 
bombs were dropped on the tele- 
graph office and the Fiat works, 
while another formation bombed 
the railway stations,” the com- 
munique stated. “Dessie (Ethiopia) 
airdrome was also heavily attacked 
and severely damaged.” 

Shipping at Tripoli, capital of 
Libya in North Africa,’ also was 
heavily attacked, the R.A. F. said. 


British Troops Attack Pass North- 
east of Jijiga, Ethiopia. 
ROME, March 20 (AP).—Italian 
troops were reported today by the 
Fascist high command to be hold- 
ing off British attacks on Marda 
Pass, northeast of Jijiga, Ethiopia.

sage yesterday, 99 to 21, after sup- 
porters -of the resolution shut off 
ldebate on the proposal. 
| The resolution now goes to the 
Senate ‘for ‘concurrence. and if it 
is approved there, the repeal 
ameridment will be submitted to 
the voters in the November, 1942, 
general election. 
| Yesterday's vote put the House 
on record -as favoring repeal of 
the ‘plan for non-political appoint- 
ment and election of Appellate 
Judges and Circuit and Probate 
Judges in St. Louis and Kansas 
City, even before the plan has been 
put into operation. The constitu- 
tional amendment establishing the 
new system was approved by a 
majority of more than 90,000. It 
was the only amendment to carry 
last November. 

Debate Blocked. 

Debate. on the measure, which 
was introduced by Majority Floor 
Leader H. P. Lauf of Jefferson 
City and signed by 108 other House 
members as co-sponsors, was shut 
off after seven Representatives had 
spoken, five of them in opposition 
to the repealer. 

Representative H. C. Crist of 
Springfield, a supporter of the reso- 
lution, moved the previous question 
after saying that every member 
had made up his mind how to vote 
on the matter and that further dis- 
cussion was useless. His motion, 
carried overwhelmingly by Lauf’s 
adherents, prevented further debate 
and forced an immediate vote. 
Before debate was stifled, Repre- 
sentative Guy Abney of Saline 
County declared Lauf’s. resolution 
was an “affront to the intelligence 
of the great majority of people 
who voted for the court amend- 
ment last year.” He asserted the 
Legislature was acting “contemptu- 
ously” by submitting the repealer. 
He denied the voters had been de- 
ceived or misled in supporting the 
new court system, as has frequent- 
ly been charged by proponents of 
the resolution. 

Press Assailed. 

Representatives Charles L. Mad- 
ison, Kansas City, and James Keet, 
Springfield, two of the youngest 
members of the House and both 
lawyers, also opposed the Lauf pro- 
posal. Both pleaded with the House 
to let the new system have a fair 
trial. 

Chief supporter of the resolution 
in the debate was Representative 
A. T. Parrish of Springfield, who 
confined most of his remarks to a 
bitter denunciation of the “metro- 
politan press” for its criticism of 
the repeal proposition. Asserting 
he was acting as “defender of the 
Legislature against the scurrilous 
attacks of newspapers,” Parrish re- 
sorted to the trick of making wild 
gestures toward the press table in

BANGKOK, Thailand 
(By Clipper). 
ASHINGTON’S attitude 
Wocainse aggression and in sup- 
port of the status quo has 
wounded the feelings of this small 
kingdom. 

A spirit of good will, painstaking- 
ly created over more than half a 
century of friendly intercourse, has 
been undermined overnight. Inad- 
vertently, the United States has 
contributed to the realization of 
Japanese ambitions here. 

It all dates back to a day in Oc- 


“ae |\tober, last year, when the United 


States Government halted, at Ma- 
nila, a shipment of 10 airplanes 
made for Thailand by an American 
factory. Six other craft, part of 
the same order, were stopped at 
the factory. Thailand awoke to 
find itself bracketed by Washing- 
ton in the same category as Japan. 

This was the opening the Japa- 
nese had been looking for. Amer- 
ica’s “lost opportunity” was Japan’s 
big chance. Within a few days 
after the airplane incident, the 
Japanese had approached the Thai 
Government with an offer to pro- 
vide all the airplanes and muni- 
tions Thailand might need, and’ at 
a cost far below the American quo- 
tations. The Thais jumped to the 
bait. 

Details of the deal that Thailand 
negotiated with the Japanese have 
not been announced officially. Both 
sides deny flatly that it was a 
barter contract. Yet everything 
that has happened since indicates 
pretty conclusively it is working 
out that way. According to the 
best available information, the 
Thais have ordered 125 Japanese 
airplanes, of which about 50 have 
been delivered. Japanese ships are 
arriving here with cargoes of ma- 
chine guns, rifles and other light 
armament. 

Almost immediately, the con- 
summation of the munitions sale 
was followed by an increase of rice, 
rubber and tin exports to Japan. 
It is impossible to say how much 
of these vital commodities Thai- 
land has promised Tokyo, but it is 
apparent Japanese agents are ship- 
ping out all they can lay hands on. 
Bangkok gossip says the contract 
provides for an exchange of $8,000,- 
000 worth of materials each way. 

It is a bit too early to tell how 
the American bar on arms ship- 
ments to Thailand is going to af- 
fect American trade here. Ameri- 
can commerce with this country 
showed an extraordinary increase 
last year. The United States sold 
Thailand $11,000,000 worth of goods, 
or just four times as much as in 
the preceding year. This puts the 
United States in second place in 
the list of Thailand’s suppliers, 
slightly behind the British Em- 
pire. But Japan is coming up 
fast, and this year may move ahead 
of the United States. 

Thailand bought five times as 
much from the United States last 
year as it sold to the United States, 
chiefly because of the cutting off 
of European sources. Moreover, 
American products have a reputa- 
tion here for quality. A local firm, 
for instance, wished to buy 50,000 
pairs of rubber heels. The order 
could have-.been placed in Japan 
at low prices, but went instead to 
an American company. There was

F course we are in tais war. 
We haven’t reached the shoot- 
ing stage, but that is because 
it is not yet good policy to reach 
it. If Japan lives up to her treaty 
obligations with Germany and 
Italy, then for us to begin shoot- 
ing would give us a “two-ocean war 
with a one-ocean navy.” It isn’t 
good policy to start that before it 
is necessary. That is one reason 
why we haven't gone further. 


Another reason is that Russia 
also is still on the fence. While 
that is not so immediately import- 
ant, we can better use whatever in- 
fluence or persuasion we have 
with her while we are technically 
at pedce. : 

.Finally, except for our navy, we 
are a long way from being ready 
to start a shooting war. With the 
Powers now at the President’s 
command, he can make us just as 
effective, at this stage of the game, 
without shooting. ; 


There are many other reasons, 
but those are enoug... The point is 
that administration policy is clear- 
ly to do whatever it takes to save 
not merely England, but the British 
Empire. Thus far there has been 
presented to the country no pro- 
posal of engagement in all-out war, 
but what was presented, and ap- 
proved in the lease-lend bill, was 
an engagement in war which, at 
the present moment, is perhaps at 
least as effective and certainly 
wiser than an outright declaration 
of war. 

This column supported aid to 
England “as far as it shall con- 
tribute to the defense of the Unit- 
éd States and shall not involve this 
country in bloody war—and not 
one inch further.” The Lease-Lend 
Act contains nothing of either re- 
striction, but neither is it an au- 
thority for bloody war. 

As matters now stand, at least, 
this column does not believe that 
it would be any part of either wis- 
dom or prudence for us to engage 
in outright combat. It has been 
years ahead of this administration 
in urging all-out rearmament and 
preparation for both industrial and 
manpower mobilization, but not for 
frittering away our strength in 
war-like foreign adventures.

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TIME AND DEFENSE. 

The national defense program represents the great- 
est productive effort ever demanded of American in- 
dustry, said Alfred P. Sloan Jr., the other day. Also,’ 
he added, in this effort the time element is of the

These truths seem to most of us self-evident and 
beyond the need for reiteration. Yet each day brings 
some new indication that the industrial plant of the 
nation is not being used as efficiently as possible and 
to the fullest extent possible. 

There are, for example, the reports of labor trouble. 
The President tells us that these have been exagger- 
ated, but he is taking steps for their amelioration. 
And there are indications of “employer trouble,” too. 
There is a “business as usual” attitude that leaves 
fewer machines available for guns and tanks than 
might be desired. And there is also a tendericy— 
perfectly normal under normal conditions—on the 
part of some firms to secure just as many orders as 
they can, no matter how big the backlog may grow, 
no matter how long before all can be filled. 

The British found out long ago that this natural 
inclination to get as much business as possible would 
not do, British contracts are being distributed as 
widely as possible, and even where it seems desir- 
able to allocate large orders to individual concerns, 
these are virtually compelled to turn much of the 
work over to sub-contractors for the sake of speed. 

The value of this farm-out method has long been 
recognized in Washington, but we are very slow in 
bringing it into practice. Yet it is one of the rela- 
tively simple ways in which we can take advantage 
of all our plant capacity—a way in which we can 
put the little shops, as well as the big ones, to work.

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FOR A FEDERAL ELECTION FRAUD LAW.

The Government is evidently aware of the prob- 
lems a boom town can generate for its inhabitants. 
They are legion, embracing food, health, housing, san- 
itation, policing, transportation and _ recreation. 
Sound communities do not grow up overnight, even 
with benefit of planning. 

Naturally, the Taft patrol must first concern it- 
self with the growing pains of today. But it should 
not be unmindful of the shrinking pains of tomorrow. 
Some day the defense emergency will end, army 
camps will be disbanded and factories will be closed 
down or moved to new locations. A community ad- 
justed to the hum of the hive will be faced with pain- 
ful realignments. There may not be many ghost 
towns, but budgets will be thrown out of gear, tax 
loads concentrated, property values redefined and 
customers drawn away from local people. 

These are shocks that must be cushioned in ad- 
vance of their impact if all.is to be well with the 
democracy we are defending. It is not too early for 
men like Mr. Taft to attack as many phases of the 
boom town problem as are even vaguely discernible 
through the veil of the future. 
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NATIONAL PARK DRIVE. 

President Roosevelt has approved an allocation of 
$210,000 in WPA funds for the widening of Third 
street along the riverfront memorial. This assures 
commencement, without further delay, of a long- 
planned and even longer hoped-for highway improve- 
ment in St. Louis. With Third street broadened into 
two 3l-foot traffic lanes, divided by a 20-foot park- 
way, the city will have a safe, convenient north and 
south traffic artery in the downtown section. In 
time, National Park drive, as the widened boulevard 
has been named,. will extend beyond the memorial in 
both directions to give direct access to lower down- 
town from both North and South St. Louis. The 
widened Third street should do much to anchor real 
estate and business values in the downtown district. 
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IS THIS A TANK TOWN? 

St. Louis is about to have an alleged championship 
boxing bout between Joe Louis, the heavyweight 
champion, and a second or third rater known as 
Tony Musto. This match, arranged. by a wrestling 
promoter, Tom Packs, has the blessing of John J. 
Griffin of the State Athletic Commission. 

There are many St. Louisans who would welcome 
a chance to see the great boxer, Louis, in action, but 
to designate an encounter with the lowly Musto as 
a championship bout is to attempt to fashion a silk 
purse out of a sow’s ear. 

Is this a big city or a tank town that a promoter, 
who specializes on the questionable championship 
wrestling matches (properly labeled exhibitions un- 
der the administration of ex-Athletic Commissioner 
Russell Murphy) should be permitted to advertise the 
Louis-Musto affair as for the championship? 

When Larry Atkins, a Cleveland boxing promoter, 
scheduled a fight between Louis and Musto recently, 
it was banned by the Cleveland Boxing Commission 
as “an unequal match.” So the bout is unloaded on

Health Problems and the Draft

Rejection of one man out of four as physically unfit shows country 
has big medical job ahead, public health authority says; steps to re- 
habilitate those turned down by army should be launched at once, 
he adds; urges this as basis for a large-scale national program.

NE out of four called in the draft la- 
0 beled unfit to fight! Just what do these 

figures tell us about the health of the 
American people? 

There are medical men in high administra- 
tive office—and stil] more among the volun- 
tary advisers of governmental agencies, who 
are impatient with any precautions for even 
long-range military efficiency and have even 
less regard for civilian health and welfare. 
They demand the maximum number of men 
in uniform in the minimum time. This is 
hysteria, not sound defense policy. The 
selective draft must do more than produce 
men. It must produce men who are fit to 
fight. ‘ 

In two important respects, we are doing 
a better job of this than we did in 1917-18, 
With regard to syphilis and mental disease, 
we have profited by our past experience and 
have created substantially better medical 
machinery than we had two decades ago. 
The venereal diseases always have ranked 
above war casualties as causes of non-effec- 
tiveness in armies. | 

In contrast with 1917, draftees with syph- 
ilis or gonorrhea are not being called into 
service now. So far as protection of the 
armed forces is concerned, this procedure 
seems complete and adequate. Furthermore, 
in many states the results of these blood 
tests have revealed encouraging progress in 
the control of syphilis. 

* * % 

We are now exempting not only obvious 
cases of mental diseases, but also potential 
emotional misfits. For mechanized war in- 
volves seVere emotional stresses. Thpee out 
of seven of the men discharged for disabil- 
ity from the American army in 1939 were 
suffering from mental diseases. The ma- 
jor causes of death in our army that year 
were motor vehicle accidents first, .suicides 
secgnd. The Veterans’ Administration re- 
porte that since 1926, nervous and mental 
cases have cost the Federal Government 
nearly one billion dollafs. 

A particularly valuable supplement to the 
routine procedure has been developed in Con- 
necticut, Here, the names of all men placed 
in Class 1-A by the local draft boards are 
checked with various hospitals, police, edu- 
cational and social service files by the State 
Department of Health to find evidence of 
any emotional problems in the previous life 
of the draftee. The evidence thus obtained 
is submitted to army authorities. This is 
an excellent example of the way in which 
local health agencies may round out and 
strengthen the army’s routine policy. 

The draft examination for tuberculosis 
is far from adequate. The experience of 
recent years had made it abundantly clear 
that there ig only one way of detecting 
incipient tuberculosis—by X-ray pictu of

The 30 other states, in the absence of a 
national directive policy, have no provision 
for routine X-raying by the local draft 
boards. The thorough dental examination 
every draftee receives, in contrast with this 
lack of routine X-rays, suggests that it is 
more important for the soldier to be able to 
bite than to breathe.

One of the most irksome problems springs 
from the fact that one man out of eight 
passed by his local board’s doctor has been 


} rejected by the army’s physicians. 


Despite the great advances in American 
medicine since World War I, serious defi- 
ciencies continue to exist. By July 1, some 
250,000 young men will have been rejected 
as physically unfit for military service. What 
is to happen to them? Regardless of their 
military value, they cannot be ignored, for 
their fate must be of grave concern to us all. 
Those with communicable diseases return to 
their communities to infect their neighbors. 
The others, left uncared for, will gradually 
sap the strength of our nation. 

If, on the other hand, the revelations of 
the draft are taken as a stimulus to action, 
what an opportunity for progress these ex- 
aminations present! Defective teeth and in- 
adequate vision can be corrected. Malnutri- 
tion can be remedied. Minor mental] devia- 
tions can be adjusted, emotional balance re- 
stored. Cases of syphilis and tuberculosis 
can be placed under treatment. A very 
large proportion of this quarter of a million 
young men can be restored to health and 
efficiency. No,ysuch constructive program 
for such rehabilitation of rejected draftees 
was developed in 1917-18, and none is yet 
on the horizon in 1941. 

In syphilis and tuberculosis, local health 
departments in the more advanced states 
have initiated limited programs of this kind. 
Cases of those diseases detected in the draft 
are actually reported to the civilian health 
authorities and provided with the clinic or 
sanatorium care they need, But throughout 
the United States as a whole, facilities for 
the care of venereal diseases are just about 
half those required for adequacy. 

The selective draft offers an opportunity 
for phenomenal advance toward the goal of 
national health. We have public health and 
medical resources in many of our communi- 
ties which, if properly co-ordinated, would 
be adequate for the task in hand and we can 
establish such resources in other areas if 
we so decide.

The 
bread is dipped in melted butter 
and toarted in the oven to a golden 
brown. 

To make them, you will need two 
sizes of the same shaped cookie 
cutters. Plain round cutters make 
attractive shells, but you can use 
hearts, diamonds, spades and clubs, 
too, if it’s a bridge party. 
three slices of bread for each patty. 
With the larger cutter, cut a shape 
from the center of each slice—trim 
around the cutter with the point of 
sharp knife, to remove any ragged 
edges, Put one of the three shapes 
aside. Cut the centers from the 
other two with the smaller cookie 


,cutter, thus making two ‘frames.’ 


Dip the first shape you. made in 
melted butter, and place it on a 
buttered baking sheet or heat-re- 
sistant glass platter; this is your 
patty shell base. Now dip the two 
‘frames’ -in melted butter, stack 
them on the base and your patty 
shell is made. 

Fix <3 many shells as you will 
need, then toast them in a hot 
oven, or under a moderate broiler 
flame, until they’re a delicate gold- 
en brown. Fill each shell with two 
or three tablespoons of hot creamed 
food—tuck a tiny sprig of parsley 
into the top—and serve. 

To add a further gay touch to 
your table, make use of the small- 
est shapes of bread cut from the 
center of the ‘frames.’ You'll have 
two of these left from each patty 
shell. Spread them with softened 
butter, sprinkle with grated cheese 
and toast them along wtih the 
patty shells. E it’s a buffet meal,

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NEW WABASH PLAN 
GIVES HOPE OF END 
OF RECEIVERSHIP 


Nat Brown Says Prospects 
for Early Reorganization 
Are ‘Materially Bright- 
ened’ 


Prospect for an early end of the 
nine-year-old receivership of the 
Wabash Railroad is “materially 
brightened” by the new reorganiza- 
tion plan on file in United States 
District Court, Nat S. Brown, gen- 
eral counsel for the receivers, said 
today. 

The new plan filed Monday by 
the receivers makes five changes 
in the revised plan of Dec. 6 which 
are intended to meet objections by 
major groups of creditors, bond- 
holders and stockholders, and per- 
mits the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
retain stock control. The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has 
said the old plan appeared to be 
unworkable. 

Following announcement of the 
new plan, Wabash bonds in general 
sold at higher prices on the market, 
while the preferred shares, quoted 
at nominal prices, dropped slightly. 

Two of the changes, concerning 
disposition of the new common 
stock issue and allocation of new 
securities to holders of refunding 
and general mortgage bonds, are 
to reconcile differences between 
those bondholders and the Pennsyl- 
vania Company, a subsidiary of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which owns 
about 48 per cent of the common

ITLER’S speeches are made 

exclusively for realistic politi- 

cal and military purposes. It 
is this precision of purpose that 
makes the whole Nazi propaganda 
superior, strategically, to any demo- 
cratic propaganda, and especially 
to that of the British... Mr. Church- 
ill’s speeches are devoted to pre- 
senting a case, and to contributing 
to clarity of civilized thought. They 
will last as long as there is an 
English civilization and an English 
language. But Hitler is not speak- 
ing for history. He is speaking 
to win a war. He has only one pur- 
pose: to destroy his eriemies.

HE extreme consistency of this 
purpose makes any other con- 
sistency inconsequential. Hitler 
says anything at all, at any given 
period or moment, that serves this 
very simple purpose.

IS speeches therefore have gone 
through a series of' phases.

The same general arrangement 
was provided in the old plan, but 
the bondholders could take ~ new 
shares only to the extent of 55 
per cent of their claims and the 
new shares not so taken were to 
be sold at $16 a share with $3 
going to the reorganization man- 
agers. Under the new plan, the 
bondholders would get 25 per cent 
of their holdings in new preferred 
shares, against 35 per cent under 
the old plan, and 10 per cent in 
income bonds, as under the old 
plan. 

The Pennsylvania company has 
agreed to exercise fully its rights 
to buy new common shares, pro- 
vided at least 50 per cent of the 
stock is made available. Under 
this arrangement, the Pennsylvania 
would continue in contro] of the 
common stock issue.

.. + puffed up Orientals ... Asiatic 
charlatans, loitering about in Eu- 
rope with erroneous idea that the 
British Empire was just about to 
collapse ... as a member of the 
Germanic race, I would prefer to 
see India under English rule rather 
than any other.” 


During the period of appeasement, 
his diplomats cultivated relation- 
ships with powerful industrial and 
banking interests in all the Euro- 
pean states, under the promise that 
he was their savior from collectiv- 
ism. At this time he was a pas- 
sionate defender of private proper- 
ty and the tamer of the Socialistic- 
ally inclined’ masses. This line of 
propaganda worked with astonish- 
ing success.

NCE the war had broken out, 

however, he found that the most 
important people were the masses, 
who made up the bulk of the op- 
posing armies, and the lines be- 
hind them. Since that moment, 
Hitler has been the “world’s lead- 
ing apostle of peace and. of Social- 
ism. For, again, he has only one 
purpose: to defeat his enemies, real 
and potential, and the way to defeat 
them is to break down their morale, 
and above all, to spread disaffec- 
tion in the ranks of the working 
classes. 

Since the masses of people in all 
countries want peace, and since in 
all countries there is a mass under- 
lying discontent with the social or- 
der, these are the strings upon 
which he plays.

HUS in his last speech Hitler 
T again repeats what has now 

become a slogan: “This war 
was forced upon Germany.” There 
is an element of complete sincer- 
ity i this statement, for Hitler 
was bitterly disappointed that he 
could not take all Europe by threat. 
and blackmail. He still prefers the 
pattern of Czechoslovakia and Bul- 
garia to that of Poland and France, 
to say nothing of Britair.. 


Knowing that there is no propa- 
ganda so effective as that which 
the democracies themselves create, 
he quotes Gen. Wood’s testimony 
before the congressional hearings 
with which to condemn Mr. Church- 
ill. Mr. Churchill is quoted as say- 
ing in 1936 that Germany was get- 
ting too strong “and would have 
to be destroyed.” Mr. Churchill 
warned against growing German 
armaments much earlier than 1936, 
and in public speeches, but Hit- 
ler was preaching a war of re 
venge and the necessity of destroy- 
ing France as early as 1923.

NOWING, also, that the mass- 
es of the people in all coun- 
tries — and it is the masses alone 
who now concern him—are humani- 
tarian, he lays the blame for the 
bombing of oper towns and civil- 
ians directly at the door of the 
British, who, he says, started it. 
One can only revall another state- 
ment of Hitler’s: “People readily 
detect small lies because they are 
accustomed to tell them, but swal- 
low the gigantic lie if it is repeat- 
ted often enough.” 


The bombing -of civilians was 
first practiced by Japan in China, 
tren by Italy in Ethiopia, by Ger- 
many in Poland, by Soviet Russia 
in Finland, by all the Fascists in 
Spain before a single bomb fell 
anywhere on anything from Allied 
planes. 


Furthermore, the most complete 
theorist and apologist of total war 
was the German Ludendorff.

DIAGNOSIS: Until compara- 
tively recently, any illness of the 
mind was regarded with awe and 
abhorrence. The general public 
drew a sharp and distinct line be- 
tween ailments of a physical sort 
and those involving the intelli- 


If your family ancestry was marked with appendicitis 


or peptic ulcer, it caused no worry regarding your children. 
Diabetes and heart disease, likewise, were not investigated prior 
to marriage, nor was high blood pressure or deafness. Yet all 
of these diseases seem to run in families and thus have a ten- 
dency to be visited from parent to child. If you suffered a 
nervous breakdown, however, or had spent a few weeks in a 
mental hospital, then the neighbors whispered about you, and 
people wondered if your children might not be unhappily marked 


with similar disorders. 
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NOWADAYS we are beginning to turn the coldly analytical 
spotlight of modern science upon these mental ailments. Epi- 
lepsy comes under this category. It is currently looked upon as 
allergy in which the brain or nervous tissue seems sensitive, 
possibly to some protein factor, as in food or bacterial poisons. 
It is regarded as a first cousin to eczema, hay fever, asthma 
and migraine, which are considered to be the other allergies. 
Sometimes, however, there may be a specific cause of the epi- 
lepsy in the form of a depressed skull fragment, following a 
fracture. Occasionally, too; impacted teeth seem to upset the 
nervous stability of the patient and throw him into his con- 
vulsions. Late investigations are throwing doubt upon the spe- 
cific hereditary nature of epilepsy. It seems true that allergic 
parents may have children with allergy, too, but an epileptic 
parent might have a hay fever child, and vice versa.

MANY CASES OF insanity are traceable directly to or- 
ganic and germ factors. Syphilis, for example, is one of the big 
causes of insanity. Here the syphillis spirochete attacks the 
brain tissue. The excessive use of alcoho! is a chemical poison 
which likewise can produce insanity. Certain other chemicals 
and even hardening of the arteries can eliminate functional 
units of the brain with a resulting mental derangement. Obvi- 
ously, germ and chemical causes of insanity are definitely not 

hereditary, so parents need not worry about the transmission 
of this type of insanity. We are even growing dubious about 
the specific inheritance of any type of insanity. My advice to 
Sarah is to go ahead and have her babies. Neither the par- 
ents nor grandparents of herself or her husband have such de-

For a Penalty

SYNE of the most important 
in Culbertson sys- 


Now, in order to clarify this sit- 
uation as much as possible, we 
have taken a thoroughly logical 
step, and one which is in accord 
with the practice of leading 
expert. We have made the double 
of one no trump a penalty double. 
The doubler’s partner should pass 
unless he holds a five-card suit 
with less than one honor trick in 
his hand, In that case he should 
take out to his suit. Even if he 
has had a blank hand, he should 
let the double stand unless he has 
a five card or longer suit to men- 
tion, because the one no trump, 
doubled, will not produce a game 
even if made, and it is likely to 
be less expensive to give the oppo- 
nents their doubled contract than 
to take out in a four-card suit 
with a miserable hand. If, how- 
ever, an opponent redoubles, which 
means that they now have reached 
a game contract, the doubler’s part- 
ner should take out if he holds a 
bad hand and only a four card 
suit. 

When the doubler’s partner has 
one to one and one-half honor 
tricks he should invariably pass 
unless all his strength is in one 
five-card or longer suit. If it is, 
he should take out to the suit (he 
should make a jump take-out in a 
six-card suit). 

When the doubler’s partner has 
two or more honor tricks he should 
pass except when his distribution 
is so freakish that he can be vir- 
tually certain of making a game 
and, even in that case, it might be 
wiser to play against one no trump 
doubled if the opponents are vul- 
nerable and the doubling team is 
not, 

I will illustrate these points in 
greater detail tomorrow.

Correct play makes the four- 
spade contract an easy one. After 
winning the second trick with the 
king of hearts, declarer first should 
cash the ace and king of spades. 
The high clubs next should be tak- 
en, followed by a club ruff in the 
closed hand. Only then should the 
losing heart be ruffed with dum- 
my’s last spade, for at this point 
dummy’s entry cun be put to some 
purpose, that of ruffing another 
club. This establishes the dummy’s 
remaining club as a winner. 

Dummy then may be entered with 
the ace of diamonds in order to 
cash the fifth club. It does not 
matter wheather Hast trumps the 
trick, since South cannot be pre- 
vented from making 10 tricks.

The only objections to insulin 
were that it had to be given hypo- 
dermically instead of by mouth and 
that its effect woré off in quite a 
short time, The first objection has 
never been overcome. It is still nec- 
essary for the diabetic to take insu- 
lin hypodermically, but by the use 
of a chemical formula for diabetes 
known as protamine zinc insulin, it 
is possible very largely to do away 
with the necessity of repeated in- 
jections. The average diabetic now- 
adays takes one injection of prota- 
mine zinc insulin, usually in the 
morning, and this is delivered to 
the tissues gradually and operates 
all through the day. 

Those who treat a large number 
of diabetics have become very ex- 
pert in,the use of this protamine 
zinc insulin and have made a num- 
ber of observations on its use which 
have been very helpful. 

Diabetic patients differ individu- 
ally just as other people do, and it 
is not posgible to predict exactly 
how much insulin any one person 
needs or will be .able to take. 
Therefore, some adjustment has to 
be made and slight experimentation 
carried on before an equable dosage 
is arrived at.

specialist on the subject, patients 
are either (1) insulin sensitive or 
(2) insulin resistant. The insulin 
sensitive patient is usually 
younger and has developed dia- 
betes in childhood. The insulin 
resistant patient has developed dia- 
betes after the age of 30 years; he 
is likely to be overweight and to 
have some high blood pressure. But 
these different form of reaction 
do not impair the usefulness of the 
drug and it is quite easy with a 
little experimentation to decide in 
what class each individual belongs. 

Most physicians who have used 
both ordinary insulin and prota- 
mine zinc insulin believe their pa- 
tients get along better with pro- 
tamine zine insulin,- ‘They’ are 
better controlled and insulin reac- 
tions are less frequent, These in- 
sulin reactions consist in a reac- 
tion of the body when the amount 
of blood sugar has been reduced 
beyond a certain level. The patient 
has trembling of all the muscles 
and rapid pulse, often profuse per- 
spiration and a feeling of weak- 
ness. 

The reactions, however, are very 
easily controlled by giving the pa- 
tient a piece of candy, or sugar, 
or some orange juice, or in fact, 
any kind of starch, such as &@ 
cracker or a piece of bread, that 
happens to be handy. These reac- 
tions occur both with ordinary 
insulin and protamine zinc insulin 
when, for some reasgn or other, 
the insulin accumulates and the 
dosage is too large.
